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Abstract 
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PURPOSE:To take out linearly polarized light without generating heat by holding a parallel flat plate in 
which a thin film to separate incident light to P- and S-polarized light is provided at a plane on one side 
of a container comprised of an optically transparent material and filling liquid in the container. 
C0NSTITUT10N:A thin film multilayer film 2 which separates the incident light to the P- and S-polarized 
light is provided at the parallel flat plate 1 , and it is housed in the optically transparent container 3, and 
the liquid 4 such as ethylene glycol, silicone gel, etc., is filled in the container 3:'The parallel flat plate 1 
is held with the container 3, and the liquid 4 is sealed in the container 3 so as not to leak. When natural 
light is made incident from the right side, it transmits the container 3, and transmits the liquid 4, then, it 
is made incident on the multilayer film 2, and all the P-polarized light transmits it, and most of the S- 
polarized light are reflected. Transmitting P-polarized light transmits the liquid 4, and can be taken out 
outside a polarizing component passing the container 3. Therefore, it is possible to take out the linearly 
polarized light without generating heat with an inexpensive material. 
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
